ILLICIT TRAFFIC IN 
LIQUOR UNDER CONTROL 


Nine A re Killed, 
75 Others Injured 
In R a il W reck 


(By the Associated Press) 
PITTSBURGH, Feb. 22.— Nine 
persons are known to have been 
killed and 7 5 others inured, many 
fatally, when a Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad passenger train crashed 
into a double header locomotive 
here tonight. 
The accident oc­ 
curred shortly after nine o’clock 
and at mid-night, police, firemen, 
railroad men and private citizens 
were still at work on the debris 
in an effort to 
bring out 
any 
bodies pinned in the wreckage. 
According to the officials of the 
railroad, the double header loco­ 
motive was o rdered to take a sidj 
ing near Hazelwood so that the' 
passenger 
train would 
have a 
clear road. 
The engines pulled 
on the siding and the officials ex­ 
press the opinion that one of the 
locomotives 
evidently had 
not 
pulled in far enough off the main 
line. 
The passenger train 
traveling 
about 4 0 miles an hour crashed 
into 
the big 
engine 
scattering 
wreckage In all directions, much 
of the debris falling over the re­ 
taining wall to Second avenue. 
Steel mill workers in the vicin­ 
ity heard the crash. 
They drop­ 
ped their 
work, rushed to 
the 
scene and dragged many bodies 
from the mass of twisted ’•wreck­ 
age. 
All ambulances of the city 
were called, doctors and nurses 
rushed to the scene and firemen 
helped in the work of rescue. 
The nine bodies which have 
been brought to the morgue are 
badly 
crushed. 
Hospitals,

which the scores of injured were 
removed report that many of the 
patients are fatally hurt. 
All the victims of the accident 
reside in and about Pittsburgh, 
many of them coining from the 
of McKee port, near here.

A Citl- 
j zeus’ Committee of five was au­ 
thorized to act as a Joint Water 
- Committee with the City Com* 
! mfssicners. 
j 
Your 
Joint 
Committee 
held 
! meetings and procured the ser- 
i vices of the State W ater Survey 


I of Illinois, the State Geological 
I Survey, and the State Board of 
j Health, to investigate our possi- 
! bilities and our 
present 
water 
supply. 
Your Joint Committee 
estimated that the expenses of the 
investigation for boring test holes, 
plans of engineers and specifica­ 
tions. would 
be 
possibly 
about 
$6,000.00. 
As 
the 
city’s 
ex­ 
chequer was not prepared to pay 
this expense, a body of fifty pub­ 
lic spirited men signed a guaran­ 
tee for this amount of credit for 
j this purpose. 
The expenses and 


J salaries of the officers of the State 
I Boards were all paid by the State. 


I 
These officers, with tile Cornmit- 
; fee members and city engineers, 
I visited and went over all the vari­ 
ous possible 
supplies, 
including 
the Jacksonville W a te r 
Works 
statistics; caused numerous test 
holes to be bored in and 
ad ja­ 
cent to the North Pumping Sta­ 
tion known 
as 
the 
Widenham- 
Daub w'ells, to ascertain the ex­ 
tent of gravel beds there; South 
Sandy 
Creek; 
Little 
Indian; 
Snake Creek; North Fork of the 
Mauvaisterre and the South Fork 
of the Mauvaisterre Creek includ­ 
ed. 
After one year’s time in this 
research, the State Boards report­ 
ed to your Joint Committee that 
in their opinion, the South Fork 
of the Mauvaisterre Creek was 
the proper place to provide an im­ 
pounding reservoir for the least 
money, and that could be operat­ 
ed at the lowest cost when com­ 
pleted. 
What Estim ate Provided 
Your Joint Committee unani­ 
mously employed Pearse & Gree­ 
ly. Hydraulic 
and 
Sanitary E n ­ 
gineers of Chicago, 
to prepare 
estimates and plans for a dam, 
spillway and filtration plant to be 
constructed on the State ground 
at the South Pumping Station. 
The estimated plans provided a 
22-foot dam with a concrete spill­ 
way. to hold 14 foot depth of 
water at the spillway, and a filtra­ 
tion plant of two million gallons 
per day capacity, with a head 
house and pump house therewith, 
for a cost of $75,100.00 estimate. 
The new reservoir when com­ 
pleted will have a 
capacity 
of 
35,000,000 gallons of water in 
which in conjunction 
with 
the 
35, 000,000 gallons of water in 
the present Morgan Lake, would 
make a total of 455,OOO,OOO gal­ 
lons. an amount sufficient to sup­ 
ply all of Jacksonville’s needs for 
a year, practically, without furth­ 
er rain. 
Another 
very 
important fea­ 
ture to he considered in the con­ 
struction and financing of this 
large lake is that when it is com­ 
pleted, Jacksonville and commun­ 
ity will have one of the largest 
inland lakes in Central Illinois, 
lying in “ L” shape, a quarter of 
a mile wide and two miles long, 
covering some 230 acres of water 
surface, 
with 
beautiful grounds 
surrounding the same for drive­ 
ways and park privileges 
It will 
also furnish an ideal spot for nim­ 
rods and 
water craft and will be 
a source of delight and pleasure 
to future generations and will 
draw many visitors to this vicin­ 
ity from surrounding territory. 
Your Joint Committee advised 
the calling of a special election 
to issue $75,000 of five per cent 
L-20 year bonds to procure these 
funds 
The election was held and 
the issue carried. 
State Vitally Interested. 
The dam. spillwnyy and filtra­ 
tion plant was to be constructed 
on sixty acres of ground belong­ 
ing to the State Hospital of Illi­ 
nois. 
We/found that the Director 
of Public Welfare 
and 
Public 
Works could 
only 
lease 
the 
ground for two years at a time; 
that it would take an Act of the 
Legislature to authorize the Deed 
to be made to the city for water 


purposes. 
W e had to wait until 
the Legislature met. 
The State 
of Illinois is vitally interested in 
a good w ater supply, so the offi­ 
cials of the State are asking the 
Legislature to authorize the mak­ 
ing of a deed to Jacksonville for 
the purpose 
of constructing 
a 
dam. spillway and filtration plant 
thereon, with 
the Consideration 
therein th at the City of Jackson­ 
ville will furnish all the water 
the State m a y need, at the cur­ 
rent rates charged to corporations, 
railroads, etc., of like quantity,

Problem eYt to be Solved 
Your 
Jo in t 
Committee, after 
the Bond election, ordered 
that 
Pearse & Greely, Engineers, 
be 
employed to prepare detail plans 
and specifications for dam, spill­ 
way and filtration plants for ad­ 
vertising for bids aud construc­ 
tion purposes. 
The dam and spill­ 
way plans a r e completed; filtra­ 
tion plans 
a r e being prepared. 
We are now practically ready to 
advertise for bids and begin con­ 
struction. 
The problem yet to 
solve is t h i s : — the 14-foot water 
level at spillway will cause to be 
overflowed som e 228 
acres 
of 
land lying so u th and east of the 
dam. 
It was thought best to have 
150 feet of land around th e lake 
beyond the 
14-foot water level 
for park a n d driveway purposes, 
and to take care of future over­ 
flows when th e lake was already 
full. This 150 feet, together with 
some odd acres that will have to 
be purchased, will 
am ount 
to 
about 152 acres, making a total 
acreage outside of 
the 
State 
ground to purchase of some 380 
acres. 
Your committee h a s pro­ 
cured options to purchase all of 
this except ninety-one acres, up 
to March I, 
1919. 
It will re-, 
quire in r o u n d numbers, $100,- 
000.00 to do this. 
How shall this be financed? 
It I 
must be done by individual leases 
and twenty-year options, o r by a 
Trustee ownership or Corporate 
Company for the whole 380 acres, 
who in turn will lease the whole 
to the City of Jacksonville at six 
Per cent per annum on th e cost 
price, with t h e option tothe city 
of Jacksonville to purchase it at 
any time in twenty years, at ac­ 
tual cost to the said Trustee or 
Corporate Company.
